The shortage of fee d ’in this coun­ 
ty should m ake the people who raise 
teed or better rath er this who do not 
raise feed, think. It will tak e 10,800 
bales of cotton at 20 cents per pound 
to pay for the feed bought and! ship­ 
ped into this county for a period of 
six months and th ree months of that 
time is already gone. 
The young 
people of this county could l o n o th ­ 
ing better than to organize th em ­ 
selves into a club that will promote 
the raising of more feed. 
Many of the boys have engaged in 
the hog business.

It seems to me t h a t 1 ar 
this is about the only chance, as •' 
we have talked to their fathers time 
and again, but so far. w*e have but 
little results.

We find, from actual experience, 
that twice as much feed can be .grown 
on one a c e of peanuts on the average 
land as can be grow ii in any other 
crop. We find that 1252 pounds of] 
pork per acre w as. grown at the 
Arkansas Experiment Station; that 
1023 pounds were produced at the 
west Texas station, and that we have 
th ree records fro m Alabama. 
The 
first was 850 pounds, the second was 
668. the third was 4 48. The low' one 
was last year which was known as 
the poorest year for peanuts in the 
history of this country, lf only 500 
po u n d s of pork per acre could be 
grown and the farm ers would plant 
a port ion of th eir cotton crop in pea­ 
nuts we would soon fill up th e 860,- 
000 shortage in hogs at the Oklaho­ 
ma City packing plant. 
It. is too bad 
that we are compelled to ship hogs 
from Iowa to Oklahoma City to keep 
the plant running. 
A sandy soil is the best for pea­ 
nuts but they will grow' on any kind 
of land. 
If we should raise plenty 
of feed without the peanuts they can 
i bt* put on the m arket as a comm erc­ 
ial product. 
Mr. Epps of 
Bristow, 
who runs a peanut mill and makes 
both oil and cake for feed 
out 
of 
peanuts. told me that his entire run 
for 1917 crop averaged 8 4 gallons of 
oil pit- ton and 800 pounds of cake. 
The cake is better by far for hog 
• feed than either co-ton seed meal or 
corn. 
If the oil is worth $1.50 per 
gallon and the cake is worth $2.60 
per iai od red you can readily see that 
a ton of peanuts, which is 66 bush­ 
els would bring $146.80 per ton. It is 
I worth about $15 per ton to make 
them into oil. 
You can readily see 
what an acre of peanuts would be
